WASHINGTON, Sept. 
9.— Presi­ 
dent W'ilson does not look with favor 
upon the reduction of the income tax 
limit as a means of raising revenue 
in the war tax bill, it became offi­ 
cially known today. 
His objections 
are based on the fact that no revenue 
would be yielded from this source 
for some months to come. 
After a conference with President 
Wilson, 
Representative Underwood 
today hinted that gasoline would be 
included in the list of articles to be 
taxed. 
With a practical agreement in arti­ 
cles which they believe will net the 
needed $10,000,000 annually In rev­ 
enue, 
democrats of the ways 
and 
means committee, will reassemble to­ 
morrow to whip into shape the emer­ 
gency “ war tax” bill. Chairman Un­ 
derwood today prepared the tentative 
draft. 
The majority members reached a 
tentative decision to make beer and 
the income tax produce the bulk of 
the revenue wanted. The tax on beer 
Is to be boosted from $1 to $1.50 
per barrel. 
Their plans also call 
for an increase of one-half per cent 
in the normal income tax rate, with 
a reduction of the exemption amount. 
Married persons will have an exemp­ 
tion of only $2,000 instead of $3,- 
000. 
On incomes above the exemption, 
and up to $20,000, the normal rate 
is to be I y% per cent, in lieu of the 
nrevailing one of one per cent tax 
rate. 
The democrats estimate that the 
beer tax will produce $33,000,000 im­ 
mediately, and the increased income 
♦ax $35,000,000 beginning next July. 
An additional $2,OOO.OOO is to be 
raised by a tax of two cents a gallon 
on rectified spirits.

Crack of Automatics High 
in Air Drowned by Mo­ 
tors as They Race to 
Sr 
German Camp 


BY KARL H. VON WIEGAND 
(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 
BERLIN, via The Hague, Sept. 9. 
— The chief actor in the first actual 
“ battle in the air,” Sergeant W ar­ 
ner of the German aviation corps, 
w’bo piloted Lieut. Von Heidsen in 
the latter’s passage over Paris, told 
me his story. 
It Is a remarkable 
tale of adventure eclipsing those of 
fiction writers. 
Attacked by a pow’- 
erful British biplane and a ninety- 
mile an hour Bleriot, Werner 
only 
escaped through 
a most fortunate 
combination of circumstances which 
led him to pilot his machine inside 
of the German lines. 
“ The men who hold the reserved 
seats in the theater of war, who cee 
the battles as not even the generals 
can see them, are the German 
air­ 
men,” said Werner to me 
when 
I 
saw him at Liege, 
just before I 
started for Berlin. “That I am alive 
today is due to Providence, not to 
my own efforts. 
Those Paris B om bs 
"I had received orders to locate 
the English forres, and to determ­ 
ine their exact battle lines and those 
of their French supporters. 
Accom­ 
panied by Lieut. Von Heidsen. who 
was detailed as expert observer, I 
went up in m r big monoplane 
and 
beaded directly south in the gener­ 
al direction of Paris, although on 
this trip we did not go across the 
city. 
Previously on Sunday, we flew’ 
across Paris and 
dropped 
three 
bombs. 
One failed to explode. An­ 
other dropped on the roof of a I ouse 
and set fire to it and the third fell 
in a boulevard and made a big hole. 
But we flew back to our lines that 
time without being molested 
and 
we were so high the rifle fire did 
not reach us. 
A Perilous Mission 
“On this trip to locate the enemy 
we flew directly south from Mons 
following a broad and plainly m ark­ 
ed road. 
Enroute we passed over 
the edge of a magnificent forest in 
which more than 40,000 inhabitants 
of the surrounding country had tak­ 
en refuge. 
After flying for 
more 
than an hour we passed directly ov­ 
er the English headquarters and I 
was able to locate the positions of 
the commander in chief and his staff. 
We accurately mapped this position 
and then swept across the Frencn 
position paying especial attention to 
the locations of their artillery, much 
of which was masked in pieces 
of 
woods and behind 
buildings 
and 
hedges. 
The Air Attack 
“ Lieutenant Von 
Heidson 
made 
rough sketches of everything. 
I was 
intently watching the country when 
suddenly the lieutenant pressed my 
arm. 
He pointed upward. 
At that 
time we were nearly 5,000 feet in 
the air. 
I looked in the direction 
in which he was pointing and there, 
fully 1,000 feet higher than 
we 
were, and coming at full speed di­ 
rectly towards us, was a big Bristol 
biplane. 
“ It was evident 
from the start 
that he w’as far speedier than 
we

Financial Panic in Austria 
Said to Be Aiding Invad­ 
ers Though Austrians 
Fight Well 
. g 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 9.— That th© 
Austrian armies of General Von Auf- 
fenberg and General 
Dankl 
have 
been completely crushed by the Rus­ 
sians under General Rouzsky, was the 
declaration at the w'ar office this eve­ 
ning. 
It is stated that not only have 
the Austrians been completely rout­ 
ed, but that among the prisoners are 
many Germans, indicating th a t the 
German reinforcements sent to aid 
the Austrians actually participated 
in the battle. 
The main Russian attack was de­ 
livered from Rawa-Ruska. thirty-two 
miles northwest 
of 
Galicia, w’here 
General Rouzsky’s 
forces attacked 
the Austrians on their right flank 
while the 
Russian army that had 
been sent from Warsaw' 
attacked 
from the rear. 
The fighting, which 
began on Saturday, lasted until to­ 
day. 
The remnants of the Austrian 
forces are declared to be retreating, 
hotly pursued by the Russians. 
Claim Complete* Rout 
The war office states that the Aus­ 
trians fled so precipitously that they 
abandoned much of their artillery, 
their ammunition wagons and sup­ 
plies. 
Three regimental standards 
were also taken by the Russians. 
The Austrians arc declared to haver 
been trapped and assailed from their 
rear and their flank, and they could 
not make a successful stand. 
The war office, in Its announce­ 
ment of the victory makes this state­ 
ment: 
*• 
“ Russian Poland is now clear of 
the enemy.” 
It is admitted that the Russian 
losses have been very large, but they 
are declared to be far less than were 
those of the Austrians. 
The report 
from General Rouzsky. states th a t 
the dead run far into the thousands. 
He has been compelled to detail a 
large force to bury the dead. 
In his 
report, only a part of which has been 
made public. General Rouzsky says: 
Calls Victory Decisive 
‘‘The Austrian army 
has 
been 
completely crushed. Forced to give 
battle while endeavoring to retreat, 
the cavalry cut great gaps in their 
rear guard. When they halted to re­ 
pel this attack his majesty’s Galician 
army which recently captured Lvov 
(Lemberg), attacked from the south. 
The Russians fought gallantly and 
carried the Austrian entrenchments 
at the point of the bayonet. We have 
gained a decisive glorious victory.” 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 9.— The czar 
is declared to be so incensed over the 
German excesses at Louvain and oth­ 
er points in Belgium that he has de­ 
clared nothing will be left undone 
to take Berlin. He is understood to 
have chafed over the delay in start­ 
ing the invasion of Germany, but 
finally agreed that it was necessary 
first to break up the Austrian arm y’s 
strength, and render it ineffective in 
order that it might not later on prove 
a menace to the Russian rear.

is th at there should he equal oppor-! 
tunitv for all. 
It is certainly desir-, 
able that every child shall have high , 
pchool facilities so conveniently lo­ 
cated th at he can live at home d iring 
his high school course. 
It is also es­ 
sential th at the building be com fort­ 
able and well equipped, th at the te rm ' 
he of sufficient length, and th at the 
instruction be good. 
Less cannot he asked, either for. 
the sake of the many who go no; 
farther than the high school, or the; 
few who go to college. For those who! 
go to work in the world immediately < 
after leaving high 
school, deserve; 
the best equipm ent that this inst itll- * 
tion can give, and those who go to ( 
college should have the hest p re p a ra -1 
tion possible. From any point of view,; 
the work seems necessary and im­ 
portant. 
Pours* to Benefit People 
First, the natu re of the work in 
the high school should be considered 
from the people’s point of view. It is 
the people’s college, an d . as such it! 
should be cultural and practical at 
the same time. Its courses of study, 
should he constructed wholly with re-' 
gard to the needs of the people a n d ; 
without reference to the college e n - 1 
trance requirements.

The nature of the work demanded 
of the teacher and principal should 
determine the preparation or train ­ 
ing th at is necessary to succeed.

his high school work is, for one rea­ 
son and another, a very critical per­ 
iod. 
It is a period 
of 
transition 
from childhood. 
It is a change from 
the familitr subjects for the most 
from easy conditions for the most 
part, to difficult ones. 
When tho 
child enters the high school he real­ 
ly 
finds 
himself in a new world. 
Here, if ever, he needs a genuine, 
sympathetic 
man or woman 
who 
knows boys and girls, who knows the 
subjects and knows 
how to teach 
them skillfully. 
The 
high 
school 
teacher of first year pupils should be 
a fine combination 
of 
personality, 
scholarship 
and 
professional skill. 
The 
best 
teachers in the system 
should be in charge of the freshman 
and sophomore children. 
It is at lehst a fair question wheth­ 
er there can be such a combination 
without experience. 
It is a serious 
mistake to place young college grad­ 
uates, with no experience and profes­ 
sional training, and with no serious 
intention of m aking teaching a pro­ 
fu sio n . in charge of first year high 
school pupils. While any preparation 
of tho high school teacher should 
emphasize scholarship, it is coming 
to be recognized now that there is 
also an important problem in pre­ 
sentation. Probably the poorest teach­ 
ing outside the college and universi­ 
ty is done in the high school. 
(Tt is 
generally conceded 
th a t 
the best 
teaching is found in the grades, the 
lower grades especially.) The tra in ­ 
ing of high school teachers must cor­ 
rect that by giving larger attention 
to the problem of presentation. 
To Combine Scholarship anil Skill 
But splendid scholarship and skill 
in instructing are not sufficient. One 
may have both and still not be a 
teacher. 
Possibly one of the most 
dangerous tendencies in high school 
work today is the attem pt, partially 
unconscious perhaps, 
to 
m ake the 
high school take on college ways. 
This is particularly noticeable in the 
specialization of instructors and the 
assumption that their sole work is to 
impart knowledge in their respective 


branches. 
Somebody is always in­ 
terested in English, and Latin, and 
mathematics, and physics, but as a 
rule, too few are really interested i n 1 
the boys and girls. 
There are task 
m asters and instructors, hut not a 
sufficient num ber 
of 
sympathetic; 
teachers. 
Now, any system of tra in ­ 
ing of high school teachers that is 
complete should, by all means, c o r-1 
reel this defect. Probably the rapid 
diminution of the classes, during the 
entire course in the high school is 
due, very largely, to poor teaching. 
Ib*incipal Must be Master 
W hat has been 
said 
applies to 
teacher and principal alike. However, 
much more needs to be included in 
the making of a principal. 
He needs 
to be a m aster 
in 
scholarship, a] 
skillful supervisor of teachers, and a 
rare disciplinarian or executive, all 
combined in a winning personality.. 
The principal of a high school has a 
much more responsible position than 
has the president of a college. With 
m asters at the head 
of 
our 
high 
schools, many of the troubles and 
problems of secondary schools and 
colleges would shortly disappear. 
In order to meet the demand for 
good teachers in the high schools 
of Wisconsin, the state normal school 
at La Crosse has arranged to offer 
a three year course for high school, 
graduates, for the training of prinel- 
The work will begin Tuesday, Sep­ 
tem ber 15. 
Tho purpose of the course will be 
to prepare good 
teachers 
for the 
high 
schools, 
who understand 
the 
prohlnms of secondary education, who 
ar** masters of their subjects and 
skillful teachers.
